Softly In the Operator'* K»r. 


The introdnction of typewriter machines 


In telegraph offices, on which operators 
take down tho messages received, has ne- 
cessitated increasing the volume of Bound, 
emanating from the sounders in. order to 
inako their clicks clearly distinguishable 
ttbovo tlio click of tho typewriter machino. 
1'ho result bus bcon that the noise in tele- 
graph offices 1ms in many cases Increased 
to such an extent as to be a serious menace 
to tho health of the operators. 


In order to reduce this noise and to 


make the received message entirely secret 
a special sounder lias boon invented. The 
sounder, which is inclosed in a hard rub- 
ber case, is very light, tho whole thing, 
with conducting cord complete, weighing 
but lour ounces. It can bo used, not only 
without the slightest inconvenience to tho 
operator, but much to his comfort and ad- 
vantage, relieving him of all unnecessary 
nerve and physical strain. It can bo at- 
tached directly to tho main line, where it 
acts as a combined relay and sounder, 
giving all tho service of both, without any 
of tho disadvantages and annoyances of a 
main lino sounder. 


The mechanism of this little instrument 


is very simple, consisting of a set of electro 
magnets of from 2 to 150 ohms resistance, 
according to requirements. An ingenious 
arrangement of the armature and lever 
brings tho former in actual contact with 
the poles of tho magnets in such a manner 
us to double tho working force of the arma- 
ture. The armature lever is provided with 
hammers, which in action strike upon a 
resonating plate. A shifter or switch afr 
the side of the case draws the hammers 
from tho plate and reduces tho sound to a 
minimum. 


Owing to the loudncss of the sound 


when tho hammers strike upon tho reso- 
nating plato messages may be received with 
tho sounder placed on the table or desk, 
and in this May1 it may also be used for a 
call, thus combining in one instrument 
both a loud and secret sounder. Should it 
be dc«lral to take a secret message tho 
sounder is adjusted from the outside by 
means of tho shifter referred to, -which is 
graded so that the operator may regulate 
the volume of sound to suit his ov* n car. 
This may bo from the fiiintest click to tho 
full volume of the loudest soitnder. Tho 
instrument is then worn on the head. Tho 
case and headband being made of hard 
rubber insures the operator from shock 
from abnormal currents passing through 
the line.—Electrical Engineer.

Australian Cariosities. 


There arc somocuriotis things in central 


Australia. According to Professor Bald- 
win Spencer, Lake Amadous in the dry 
season is merely a sheet of salt. Ayers 
rock, about five miles round, rises abrupt- 
ly from the desert. Formerly vast rivers 
flowed here, and the diprotodoton, a wom- 
batlike creature, worthy of its name and 
four times as large asaliangaroo, flourish- 
ed on he plains. Xow there are hardly 
any animals to be seen.

Probably in no battle of modern times ' 


was an army over less prepared to face an 
ciicmy than were tho Egyptian troops 
which Valentino Baker-Pasha led to tho 
relief of the beleaguered garrison of Tokar 
at the beginning of February, 1884. 


The force consisted of 1,400 infantry 


under General Sartorius, 300 Egyptian 
cavalry, 130 Turkish cavalry and 2,000 
Sudanese. The Egyptians were an un- 
trained, cowardly lot, many of them there 
against their will, some having been 
brought to the front in "chains, while their 
arms were only old and wornout muskets. 
No ouo knew bettor than Baker and the 
members of his staff, of which I was one, 
how liable we 'wore to get beaten if wo 
wore attacked by tho forces of Osmaii 
Digna. Only the night before tho battle 
Baker said that if the enemy attacked us 
on our march to Tokar In auy force he had 
no doubts as to the disastrous resultB 
"You see," ho said, "nil wo have to rely 
upon is tho Turkish cavalry and a few of 
the drilled Sudanese. 
But if a panic en- 


sues on an attack they have not stamina 
t<i hold the others and will fly w i t h them. 
Oh, for just one troop of tho old Tenth 
hussars and a regiment of the British line, 
and we would relieve Tokar tomorrow!" 


On Sunday o\cning \\o encamped about 


two miles from Trinkitat with tho expec- 
tation of making an early morning start. 
Baker invited all the European officers to 
dine, >and though %vo were all more or less 
cheerful, still wo had a presentiment of 
coming disaster, though wo scarcely 
thought how terribly it would be realized 
the next day. 


At about 0 o'clock the next day, the 4th 


of February, wo had breakfast, and by 1 
o'clock our disastrous march 'was started^ 
Three hundred baggage camcU procdtleft 
our column; then cume the infantry, w hile 
our cavalry skirmished on each flank, pro- 
tecting us from sudden attack. Wo h.id 
not proceeded half a mile before wonoticwt 
small bodies of the enemy, who retreated 
on our approach. At 8 o'clock wo sighted 
quite a largo body, and, halting, got ouo 
of our Krupp guns unlimbcrcd and fired & 
few rounds at the enemy, causing them'lo" 
retreat. 


"Wo had not continued our march ton 


minutes when there appeared on our right 
(lank about a do/on Arab horsemen, who 
at. about 300 yards.' distance proceeded to 
ride down our lines with tho evident in- 
tcntion of estimating our force. 
The 


Turkish ea\ulry were sent in chaso, but 
the Arabs rode of! without one getting hit 
by tho lire from our infantry or the cav- 
alry being able to overtake them. Imme- 
diately after a similar thing happened on 
our left ilo'lik, and whilo our attention 
was distracted thus a large force of tho 
enemy suddenly appeared in front. 
Or- 


ders wero at once ghen to form a square; 
but, though for days our troops had been 
mainly drilled in that one formation, when 
the critical timo arrived they failed la- 
mentably. Throe sides were formed after 
a fashion, but the enemy poured in on the 
fourth, their long hair streaming, aud to 
the distorted eyesof our troops they looked 
like an-iuimouso body of invincible devils 
Our men, if they can bo dignified by the 
name, implored for mercy, many of them 
on their knees, but none was shown. 
Hacking and killing wns the enemy's pro- 
gramme, ai.d it was carried out to tho let- 
ter, while our left flank continued llring 
aimlessly, kill ing many of our own cavalry. 


At tho time of the attack I wan with 


Baker Pasha and Abdul KUSS.IC, an Egyp- 
tian staff officer, with the Turkish cavalry, 
away from tho main body. The lirst thing 
we saw was the Egyptian cavalry engaged, 
and we at once made for tho main body, 
from which we were cut off by tho enemy, 
who, however, were not nearly as danger- 
ous as our own men, who llred right tit us 
as wo endeavored to force our way into 
our own ranks. We had a hand to liaiid 
tussle with tho enemy, in which poor Ab- 
dul llnssac was killed, but at hist did suc- 
ceed In getting through. By this time our 
men had completely given way, and then 
commenced a rout that beggars descrip- 
tion. General Sartorius did his best to 
hold his men and was ably seconded, not 
only by tho European officers, but also by 
the Egyptian, but all to no purpose. Mo- 
rico Bey, Dr. Leslie and Captain Walker 
wore" killed, as well as several Egyptian 
officers, In endeavoring to stand against 
tho enemy, who wore probably 1,000 or 
1,800 strong. 


I never saw such abject displays of cow- 


ardice in my life. Men just stood or knelt 
ike sheep and let tho enemy kill them, 
and yet they had arms in their hands with 
tvhich they could have protected them- 
seh cs had they chosen and had not the 
.011^ haired Arabs, shouting and gesticu- 
lating as they charged down upon them, 
taken the last vestige of nerve out of them. 
One regiment of English infantry could 
iave held tho enemy at bay, and with a 
.roop of good cavalry have wiped them off 
;he face of the earth. Officers struck at 
men with the flat of "their swords, even 
:>rodded them with tho points, but to get 
;hcm to rally was hopeless. 
An attempt 


was made by tho cavalry at one point to 
cover tho retreat, but only made matters 
worse, for they turned and charged right 
over our own men In their-cffort* to escape. 


During tho retreat I scarcely ventured 


to say a word to Baker Pasha, who was 
riding along gloomily and preoccupied, 
occasionally giving an order to head off a 
crowd and to try apd rally them, but to 
stop that mob was like trying to stay tho 
tides of tho ocean. Nothing could induce 
them to rally. For live miles the carnago 
and t butchery wore kept up, right into 
Tririkitat, where the survivors might have 
been killed with tho greatest of case, as 
they stood huddled iip on tho seashore, 
but the enemy withdrew, not knowing 
that an English gunboat which bad been 
there the day before had -left for Suakin. 


Wo estimated that fully 2.000 men had 


Ix3en killed, including five European and 
29 nnltivc officers, and 'fts soon as possible 
afterward, tho troops wcro transported to 
Snakin, Baker being lent for duty with 
the British troops. The defeat at the Wells 
of Tcb had one good result—it forced tho 
Egyptian government to arm all its troops 
prope'rly. 


The blame for the defeat was laid by 


many at Baker Pasha's dooit, but those 
who did so could not have really known 
tho nature of tho men ho commanded, to 
say nothing of how abominably they wore 
armed. Not that on that occasion it mat- 
tered what sort of arms they had, for they 
would have thrown tho best weapons down 
and have fallen Into the liana's of the one 
my. Tho finest general' that over llvotl 
could have done no more tlmn Baker did 
with such material aa he had to work up- 
on.—E. O. B. in Now York Pott.

Our Flrgt War Ventels. 


The outbreak of the Revolutionary war 


found tho patriots without a navy. Con- 
gress hatt to create one. Four merchant- 
men wero llrst purchased, hastily equip- 
ped with guns and sent to sea as cruisers, 
but their defects as war vessels soon bo- 
came so apparent that congress determined 
at once to set about tho building of a navy. 
On Oct. 3, 1775, congress ordered two 
cruisers built, and on Dec. 13 the order 
was increased to five 32 gun ships, five 28 
gun ships and three 24 gun ships. They 
were to bo ready for tho sea by the follow- 
ing April. The names given to the 18 
vcsselawore Boston, Congress, Kffingham, 
Delaware, Hancock, Montgomery, Provi- 
dence, Raleigh, TrtCrabull, Virginia, ^Var- 
ron, Washington and Randolph. These 
wore tho first war vessels constructed in 
the United States. 


Tho first commander in chief was Ezjsklel 


Hopkins of Rhode Island, a young brother 
of Congressman Stephen Hopkins. Ho 
Was appointed to this high offlco on, Deo. 
88, 1775.—Boston Transcript.

quality. 
The fabric is absolutely free 


from imperfections and weighs just f>Vi 
pounds, avoirdupois, per piece of 40 yards 
of 10 inches width. Tho yard is evenly 
t>pun, und the warp and filling contain not 
less than 34 threads to the inch.

colors must be as 'fast' ns possible and 
not liable to be seriously affected by being 
soaked continuously for -4 hours iu 
fresh water aud then thoroughly washed 
in water with which is combined a good 
grade of laundry soap.

Sense of Smell. 


It is said thnt the sense of smell is betted? 


dovelcfpt-d in men than in women. In hu- 
man beings, however, it is but sliglitfy de» 
vclopod as compared with the lower ani- 
mals. The reason, for -this becomes ap- 
parent when tho structure of the-skull of 
a dog or a cat is esaiuincd. Observing the 
nasal passages of either of these creatures, 
it Ii4 found that the so called turbinated 
bones are twisted and folded in a compli- 
cated fashion, so as to make a great extent} 
of surface in a small space. Tlie interior 
of tho luliyriuth thus formed is lined with 
the mucous membrane that contains tho 
extremities of the nerves of smell. A sec- 
tion through tho turbinated bones of a 
bear, which has a particularly keen sense 
of smell, resembles a honeycomb. In a 
human boing the turbinntcd bones are 
poorly developed, so that the surface of 
mucous membrane is 
comparatively 


small. The sense of smell is particularly 
acute in some fishes, as the sharks. Tho 
olfactory membrane of a big shark, if 
spread, out, would cover a dozen square 
foot.
